Ben- 
nett, of Swift, Current, was issted-a few-months ago in which this question 
was asked, and, from the author" s standpoint, answered in vigorous and effec- 
tive language. The author Qoes not mince matters. While strictly non- 
partizan In/a political sense, he does not hesitate to tell Governments, Federal 
and Provincial, some home truths; he makes no distinction between East and 
West in pointing out where their present attitude the one to the other {is 
wrong; while championing the cause of the Western farmer, he sharply crl- 
ucizes him for his attitude and conduct in relation to the solution of Western 
agricultural and economic preblems. 

“Is the West Wor ‘th While?” is a thought- grovelins little book,» It hits 
right out from the shoulder. It is not necessary to fully agreé with all the 
opinions expressed, nor with all the conclusions reached, in order to say that 
it is a booklet which can be read with profit by all,.and should be studied by 
people both Fast and West. If even a small fraction of Canadians occupying 

* places of responsibility and influence in the political, financial,,industrial and 
agricultural branches of our national life gave as careful seals to Canada’s 
oulstanding problem of today as is evidenced by Mr, Bennett’s booklet, it is 
safe to say that some radical changes would be quickly effected in our body

Is the West-worth while? Unfortunately, a goodly number of much dis- 
couraged. Western farmers would be inclined to answer the question in*the 
nogattve_And in returning such an answer he would be joined by numeroys 
self-centred, small-visioned Eastern business men. The trouble with both 
these classes is that they fail to look deep enough or far enough abroad to be 
In a position to give a trustworthy answer. | = 

The West is»well worth while—worth while to the men and women in the 
West, but just as. worth while to the financial and manufacturing Kast 
There is nothing the matter with the country itself. It is rich in resources 
almost boundless in extent and beyond computation and valuation in dollars 
and cents. «'Phe people of Canada, East and West, are alone #esponsible for 
the things that are wrong with the West, and which have Jed people to ask if, 
after all, the West is worth while. And if they will only make up their minds 
to do so, and will get together in the right spirit in the doing of it, these 

. Awrongs can .be quickly righted, and an unanimous verdict in favor of the 
West rendered. And a verdict for the West is a verdict for the future of 
the whole Dominion. Without the West the Dominion must stagnate and die. 

The first lesson which people must learn, and this 1s equally true both 
East and West, is that they must rely less on legislation and Governmental 
help and more on their own individual efforts and through co-operation as in- 
dividuals one with another. Our chief domestic ills are not political bug 
economic. Tue, our economic situation is vitally and adversely affected at 
present by the international situation, and the settlement of these difficulties 
are beyond ovr own control and must be left to statesmen, diplomats, and in- 
ternational economists and experts. But domestic economics are our: own 
concern, The trouble is that instead of grappling with them, we have ap- 
pealed to Governments and Parliaments to do for us what in so many respects 
we ought to do for ourselves. 2 : 

The Eastern manufacturer has for so long relied on. the Government to 
protect his business and guarantee his profits by legislative enactments .that 
he has failed to develop the proper self-rg}iance and business initiative which 
alone will bring stability and permanent rather than mushroom growth. As 
a result the average manufacturer is now fearful of even the slightest change 
.in existing policies and laws. He relies on them more than he does on himself. 

Taking a leaf out of the Eastern manufacturer's book, and acting on the 
principle thiat what is sauce for the goose is likewise sauce for the gander, 
the Western farmer has in recent years relied to an dlarming extent and to 
his own undoing on Governmental assistance of one kind or another. 

Politicians, of course, are to blame that they allowed themselves to be so 
influenced ag to prostitute the permanent good of all and the future of Canada 
to these sectional considerations. The final result has been disastrous Gov- 
ernmental and legislative interference with sound economic laws until today 
the economic: conditiqn of Canada gives ground for serious disquietude, and 
demands a-returh to old and tried methods: whereby through hard work and 
initiative by the individual, coupled with an ever increasing measure of sane 
and legitimate co-operation, success will be attained and permanent progress 
made, and which can never be accomplished by leaning on Goverampenite to 
do what the-people must do for themselves,

Touching upon the problem of vene- 
real disease, Dr. Amyot said the mat- 
ter was being grappled with in Canada ' 
more suctessfully than any other 
country he knew of. That was the 
result of co-operation on the part of 
the provinces.

The Why Of It 


Four Reasons Are Submitted for the 
: Winter Season 

Truth about winter is out at last. 
Persons who abhor the season need 
no longer shiver and repeat the 
futile “why?” It was answered re- 
cently by Charles O. Beaman, head 
of the high school science depart- 
ment, State Normal School, Brock- 
port, N.Y., who spoke before the 
Nature Study Society of the Amert- 
; can Association for the Advancement 
of Science. There are four reason 
for winter, Prof. Beaman .said so. 
They are: The sun heats the, earth 
about six hours a day less in ter 
than in summer. It spreads legs heat 
each day over a larger surface. The 
rays have come a longer distance 
through the atmosphere. Much of 
the sun’s heat is’ used in winter to 
melt ice and snow and not to warm 
the atmosphere, Prof. Beaman sald 
the gun comes north in winter and 
goes south in the summer, It begins 
its northern journey December 21, and 
starts its return trip June 21.—Van- 
ab tte Shs OR PE Province.

Conceivable Temperature 
Science assures us that there ‘Is a 
definite limit to the lowest concefv- 
able temperature, and that this may 
be placed with conceivable accuracy 
at 459 degrees below zero on the 
Fahrenheit scale. 

It is held that at all temperatures 
above this “absolute zero,” particles 
of matter, either solid lor gaseous, are 
in.a state of vibration, the more rapid 
vibrations corresponding to the great- 
er degrees of heat. . All such vibra- 
tions would cease entirely at absolute 
zero and all gases swould liquefy and 
even solidify before reaching this ab- 
solute zero-point. 

Many wexperiments, extending over 
a long period of years, were neces- 
sary to attain this knowledge. Liquid 
alr, with its 312 degrees below zero, 
was a great advance on previous rec- 
ords, although still over 100 degrees 
above this absolute zero. Liquid 
hydrogen, at minus 422 degrees, or 87 
absolute, was a still greater advance, 
and whgn this was frozen into solid 
hydrogen “ice” at 482 degrees below, 
or 27 degreés absolute, it seemed as if 
science had gone 4s far as it could in 
this direction. But not so. long ago 
the rare gas helium was liquefied at 
minus 451 degrees. When this was 
boiled under reduced pressure a tem- 
perature of minus 454 wes. reached, 
or only five degrees above absolute 
zero. Slightly lower temperatures 
can undoubtedly be reached, but it 
is said that, even with the most re- 
fined methods, there {fs little likelihood 
of our ever attaining absolute zero.

It was so opaque that no matter how 
tbin tho section cut, or how strong the 
light beneath, nothing could make it 
transpafent, until recently a new 
method was tried, 

The surface of the anthracite was 
first given a very fire polish, and tien 

eated to a dull red.heat for a few 
‘Inintites. This heating burned away 
some of the coal, leaving something 
like an etchedsurface, which showed 
up when light was thrown upon it 
from above. ¢ 

- Examined in this way, anthracite 
was seen to have just the same origin 
ag coal. Some pieces bear a resem- 
blance to such modern woods as the 
pine and maple; whilst others give 
pictures of trees and weeds. of long 
ago, which cannot now be fdentified.

The report emphasizes the fact 
that when some new boon like this is 
conferred on mankind, “It-is not due 
to any ‘sudden discovery by any one 
exceptional man, but is the ending 
point of a long series of. scientific 
steps each of which was truly a dis- 
covery accomplished by men excep- 
tionally gifted.” 

The fact that discovery of insulin 
was the outcome of a long series of 
experiments on animals is dwelt upon 
in the report, which states that every 
batch of insulin manufactured must 
be tested upon animals. | Thus dogs 
in the first place rendered this great 
service to mankind and-other animals 
smaller than dogs gre now rendering 
the service. 

British production of. insulin, the 
report states, is now enough not only 
to meet the whole home demand, but | 
also to allow of a growing export at 
other parts of the Empire and to for- 
eign countries.
